A fter an illness of ten days follow­ 
ing a stroke of 
apoplexy, 
sustained 
while in Gettysburg, William G. Lea* 
died at one o’clock Monday afternoon 
at his home in East Berlin, aged 
67 
years. 
He hail improved during

he sank rapidly. 
Mr. Leas 
was 
born 
in
